This deficit has not been brought about by ex- 
ceeding appropriations, but by confusion of the school 
year (Sept. 1--August 31) with the town ‘year (Feb. 
i—Jan. 31). Because of this confusion a large part 
of the school money had each year been advanced by 
selectmen and used before the beginning of the year 
(Sept. 1) for which it was raised, Thus, of the money 
raised at the 1919 meeting for the year beginning

THH NEW SCHOOL LAW OF 1919, 

Sandown is one of the six towns forming Super- 
yisory Union No. 14, of which the other five towns are 
Epping, Fremont, Danviile, Kingston and Hast Kings- 
ton, The School Boards of the six towns meet an- 
nually and jointly nominate and fix the salary of the 
superintendent io be employed by the State Board of 
Hiducation. _ : 

The law provides that each town must maintain 
STANDARD schools which are defined by the law as 
follows: 

1. Maintained at least 36 weeks in each year. 

2. Equipped with approved furniture, books, 
maps and necessary appliances. 

3. Taught by an approved teacher. 

4. Directed and Supervised by an approved sup- 
erintendent. 

5: With suitable provision for the care of the 
health and physical welfare of the pupils. 

6. In a suitable and sanitary building. 

The last two statements are further defined as follows 
by regulations of the State Boards of Heaiths and 
Education: 

1. The major portion of the light in a _ class 
room shall come from the pupils’ left and rear, with no 
windows in front of the pupils. : 

2. Ratio of window area to floor area shall not 
be less than 1 to 5. (Many states have the higher 
standard of 1 to 4). 

3. Heating arrangements must be adequate to 
maintain a temperature of not less than 68 degrees 
and ventilation without drafts. 

3. Walls must be in good condition and painted 
some light color to lighten the room. 

5. Toilets must be free from obscene markings, 
furnish proper privacy, the vaults fly-proof and cleaned 
three times a year. 
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6. No common drinking cups allowed; water to 
be provided in a covered tank with faucet. Facili- 
ties for washing hands to be at hand, but individual 
towels must be used, as common towels spread dis- 
ease. 

DUTIES OF THE SCHOOL BOARD AND 
SUPERINTENDENT. 

The School Board elect and determine the salary 
of the teachers, authorize all purchases, prepare bud- 
set of expenditures, adopt a curriculum, make out 
the school calendar, make rules for the attendance of 
children under 8 years of age, arrange for the trans- 
portation of pupils, repair buildings, determine which 
holidays shall be no-school days. 

The supperintendent prescribes the methods of 
teaching, nominates the teachers, chooses the text 
bocks and supplies, arranges the order of the topics — 
in each subject of the adopted curriculum, sets stand- 
ards for promotion from one grade to another, assist- 
ed by the advice of the ‘teacher he promotes and de- 
motes the pupils, distribute and keeps account of the - 
supplies, 

STATE AID FOR SCHOOLS. 

The law provides that if a tax of $500 per $1000 
of the inventory of the town is insufficient to main- 
tain the required STANDARD schools (to pay the 
teachers, for books, supplies, janitor service, fuel and 
ransportation of pupils over two miles), the State will 
furnish the balance required. Sandown received from 
the State this year $1659.20. 

SUBJECTS TO BE EMPHASIZED DURING THE 
SCHOOL YEAR 1920-21. FIRST: 
READING IN GRADES 4to8. i 

In common with a large per cent: of the schools 
throughout the country, the pupils of the upper | 
grades are lacking in ability to read to themselves 
rapidly and remember what they read. Even at the 


ot 


slow rates at which they are able to read silently, 
they averaged to be able to remember but one-third 
of the ideas. They ought to read much more rapidly 
and remember two-thirds. 

As this kind of reading is the basis of nearly all 
studying any of most of the reading done after school 
days are over, we shall give all pupils of the upper 
grades daily practice in reading. 


SECOND: FUNDAMENTAL PROCESSES IN 
ARITHMETIC; GRADES 3 to 8. 


If 2 pupil is to really profit by the more advanced 
work he must have the simple operations of arithmetic 
so completely mastered that they are almost, if not 
quite, automatic. Wehave planned daily drill in 
this work for all pupils in these grades. We hope as 
a result that the pupils will have them right on the 
tip of their tongues. 

You are invited to come in and watch this drill. 
It is quite interesting. 


THIRD: HEALTH WORK AND SUPERVISION 


OF PLAY. 
This work will have four features as follow: 

1. Health drills of 3 to 5 minutes given daily in the 
school room while the room is being aired. These 
include exercises that stimulate deep breathing, 

correct posture, straighten round shoulders, prevent 
constipation, stimulate the heart, and develop supple- 

- ness and grace. 

2. School ground seas and games supervised by the 
teacher. In the old days all boys knew and played a 
great number of games and stunts. They had 

French wrestle, collar and elbow, short or side hold, 
knocking off hats, pom pom pull away, hare and 
hound, pull in the ring, snap the whip, tag, cross tag, 
stone tag, chin the bar, hop, skip and jump, broad 
jump, high jump, etc. etc. 
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The boys of today seem to know a very few of 
such games; they have little desire to try their met~ 
‘tle in such physical Conse as wrestling, pulling the 
broom stick, twisting wrists ete, Ahont the only 
games they now care for are baseball and football. 
In playing these games a few of the best developed 
boys monopolize the play-ground, while the timid and 
undeveloped pupils who most need the exercise ‘are 
only bystanders. The girls likewise know and enjoy 
but few outdoor games : 

Through the supervision of the play by the tea- 
cher we plan to increase the number of games and 
activities that the boys and girls use and enjoy, and 
to see that the timid and undeveloped are taken into 
the games, too. 

3. We plan to hold competitive field 1 meets in which 
all the pupils meet in physical tests adapted to their 
agesS and sex, and to have present for comparison 
pupils from other towns who have made high scores 
in the work. The parents are invited to attend 
these field meets. : ; an 
4. ‘The Modern Health Crusade. This work is in 
part supported by the sale of Red Cross stamps. 
Pupils are rewarded for regularly washing their faces 
-and hands, sleeping with window open, being in bed. 
ten hours each night, drawing. deep breaths, brush- 
ing teeth, drinking sufficient water, etc. Ask your 
children about it and notice the pins the may have 
won. 


FOURTH GOOD MANNERS AND CIVIL BEHAVIOR. 


It is a part of each teacher’s written contract 
that she will supervise i the play at recess.By this means 
we hope to prevent cheating, bullying, swearing immor- 
al talk and unfair fighting and teasing on playground. 
Teachers are asked to insist that the pupils use good 
manners and decency at all times at school, to res- 
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pect school property, and property of other pupils. 
and not to let the following go unpunished: saucily 
speaking to a passerby, defacing books, marking 
desks, toilets or buildings, snowballing girls, littie: 
boys and passersby, interfering with teams left stand- 
ing near school. If the plan succeeds, it will be of: 
more value than reading and reciting many pages of 
civil government. i
